a group of nonunion miners 
working in the Lester strip 
mine near Herrin, III., lured 
them out under a flag of truce, 
and murdered a score of them. 
Some were indicted with dif- 
culty after time and warning 
had been given to participants 
and witnesses to escape. The 
Illinois Mine Workers’ Union 
raised $875,000 by means of 
the check-off to finance the 
defense. 

The trails of Williams coun- 
ty, where virtually all govern- 
ment and all public opinion is 
in the hands of the miners, 
resulted in acquittal. Officers 
of the United Mine Workers 
then announced: “The acquit- 
tal of our members is without 
parallel in the labor circles of 
this country, and to know their 
defense was financed and 
made strictly by the Illinois 
Mine Workers without their 
calling for outside help be- 
speaks volumes of praise for 
the loyalty of our members and 
the power and efficiency of 
your district organization.” 

No one denies that a score 
of men were murdered. No 

one doubts that Herrin union 
miners committed the mur- 
ders. The union boasts that it 
financed the defense, and ob- 
tained the acquittal of the de- 
fendants. It has brought an 
indelible stain upon the 
State of Illinois and defied the 
opinion ef the civilized world.

MACHINE DEFIES ENGINEERS 


Hitherto Unknown Principle in 


Revolutionize Power Application 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

PITTSBURG, July 3.—A little piece of steel mechanism in Ma- 
chinery Hall, Carnegie Institute of Technology, today defied all hither- 
to-known laws in mechanical engineering and demonstrated the har- 
nessing and application of a mechanical power apparently never before 


known. 

The little power maker was sim- 
ply a section of cased shaft. The 
driving end of the shaft, turned 
by a flve-horsepower motor, was 
speeded up to 17,000 revolutions a 
minute. The other end of the shaft 
was turning at the rate of only 
five revolutions an hour and de- 
veloping power which it had been 
impossible to measure It has been 
tested up to a life of twelve tons. 
All this miracle in reduction in 
speed and gain of power is ac- 
complished in a single gear unit. 

ELIMINATES GEAR TRAIN 

The new principle makes it pos- 
sible to do away with all the com- 
plicated trains of gears in auto- 
mobiles, hoists, air compressors, 
rock breakers, belt conveying ma- 
chines, elevators, mechanical sto- 
kers, metal shearing and punch- 
ing machines, spinning and weave 
ing machines and all others where 
the main shafting or drive is run 
at high speed. 

In its simplest form 
“gear” does not have a single cog 
wheel or even a wheel with a 
single 


the new 


One end of the driving shaft is 
spigoted into the end of the driven 
shaft, turning free in it on ball 
bearings. Instead of resting in a 
journal, this driving or high speed 
shaft on its outside circumference 
turns between three or four roll- 
ers, one or two of which are larger 
than the others. These roll on the 
inside of a steel rips, slightly off 


center. As the inner rollers turn 


on the high speed shaft the outer 
ring becomes the driving gear.

NEW YORK, July 3.— Drs. W. 
Curtis Brigham and 8. Cameron 
Edmiston of Los Angeles took im- 
portant parts in today’s session of 
the twenty-seventh annual converi- 
tion of the American Csteopathic 
Association, now under way here. 
Besides these two Angelenos, there 
are ten others from the Southwest 
metropolis attending the meetings 
as Gelegates. 

In Dr. Brigham’s address to the 
convention he stated that in his 
opinion the sense of touch was the 
most important single means of 
diagnosis possessed by the physi- 
clan.

“New York contains more 
crooked people than any other 
community in this country,” said 
Dr. Edmiston. 

“What I mean,” continued Dr, 
Edmiston, “is that New Yorkers 
are crooked from hard work, be- 
cauge they appear to me to work 
harder than anybody in the world. 
They are crooked physically from 
leaning all day over desks, and 
from engaging in manualP occupa- 
tions that bend, twist, distort, or 
unevenly develop the . body. 
Naturally in the biggest city in the 
world, with the tremendous ten- 
sion of toil and competition under 
which New Yorkers live, this is 
more or less to be expected.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—With 
first-hand information about eco- 
nomic and political conditions in 
twenty-six countries visited during 
the past year, H. A. Cuppy, former 
editor of Public Opinion and loter 
the Literary Digest, and a noted 
writer and lecturer on internation- 
al affairs, returned to the United 
States today aboard the Korea 
Matu. 

One year ago today Mr. Cuppy 
sailed from New York for Ger- 

y, where he was educated. Ar- 
Wed at Hamburg, he began wan-} 
(dering and during succeeding 
months conducted a critical sur- 
vey of each of the twenty-six coun. 
tries visited. 

Though having been absent from 
Germany for a number of months, 
Mr. Cuppy expressed his belief 
that of all of the European coun- 
tries involved in the World War. 
Germany is by far the best off 
today. 

“Germany is prosperous,” le as- 
serted. Nowhere in that country 
did I find the poverty, the suf fer- 
ing that I saw in England and 
France. There is no question but 
that Germany can meet her repa- 
Tations demands, and many Ger- 
mans are desirous of so doing, but 
those in control have made up 
their minds that they will not pay 
and have deliberately bankrupted 
the country. I refer, of course, to 
the Socialists backed by the In- 
dustrialists, of whom Stinnes is the 
leader.“ 

Mr. Cuppy refused to make a 
prediction regarding the ultimate 
result of the French occupation 
of the Ruhr, but declared his be- 
lief that Germany should be made 
to pay and that the action of 
France is only right and proper.

Let England give India home 
rule,” he declared, “and civiliza- 
tion will receive a set-back from 
which it cannot possibly recover 
for 600 years.

Americans Face 
Hardships From 
Turk Rail Order

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 3.— 
With the order promulgated with 
a mute warning that passengers 
en route to Constantinople will not 
be allowed to enter without 
special permission from Angora, 
the Turks yesterday issued 
another order prohibiting de- 
parture without a visit from 
Angora. As numerous people, 


including woman and babies, have 
been forced off trains at the 


frontier, where there are no cafes 


or restaurants, the 
causing hardship. British, French 
and Italians, who have troops 
here, are exempt, but Americans 
and other neutrals are affected. 
The reasons for the order are 
uncertain. Officials are attempting 
to explain that the restrictions are 
the result of efforts to hasten 
peace negotiations with the coun- 
tries affected. Another reason 
is said to be that this is a reprisal 
against the Serbs and Bolsheviks 
for difficulties Turks are en- 
countering in these countries.

A black panther from India, 
known as the only untameable wild 
beast, lashed out through the bars 
of its cage on the steamer West 
Faralon at Los Angeles Harbor 
yesterday, and perhaps fatally in- 
jured J. Mulvais, a longshoreman, 


who was helping to unload the 
cargo of wild animals brought by 
the West Faralon from Singapore. 

The panther’s claw tore open the 
longshoreman’s leg from the thigh 
down, and he was taken to the 
Hillside Hospital in a serious con- 
dition. 

Fellow- passengers with the pan- 
ther on the forty-day trip from 
Singapore included three Bengal 
tigers, fifty monkeys, 200 rare 
birds, and twelve boa constrictors.

RULES ON SALES TAX 


Retorns in Excess of $10 Must be 
Sworn to by Individual 


Under a special ruling just re- 
ceived by Collector of Internal 
Revenue Goodcell, all sales tax re- 
turns must be sworn to by the tax- 
payer, except where the tax is not 
in excess of $10, when it may be 
signed or acknowledged before two 
witnesses, instead of under oath. In 
a number of cases sales tax re- 
turns have been filed with the 
names of the companies or firms 
signed to the oaths. The return it- 
self may be signed in the firm or 
company name by any authorized 
person. The oath on the return 
may be signed by an authorized 
person who should follow his name 
with some descriptive word, such 
as “owner,” “partner,” “treasurer,” 
etc., showing his relation to the 
corporation.

GERMAN SHIP 


LOSES CREW 


Skipper Stranded in Harbor Appeals for Aid as 
Sailors Forsake Vessel for More Money 


German marks—even when they are handed out in millions—don't 
go very far when put side by side with American dollars.

The German ship reached this 
port last Thursday, the first to 
come here from Germany since 
1914. Yesterday, her captain was 
lamenting the loss of thirty-five 
men, including all the officers, out 
of a crew of ftty-nine. 

When the steamer left Germany, 
contracts were closed with the of- 
ficers and men for the round trip, 
in salaries payable in German 
marks. 

The salary of the second mate, 
for example, was set at 3,000,- 
000 marks a month, equivalent at 
present to $20.40 in American 
money. The average pay to the 
sallors was 250,000 marks a 
month, the equivalent of about $2 
in United States coin. 

After the steamer had docked 
here, the crew came ashore. The 
members learned that longshore- 
men were being paid between $10 
and $14 a day, in real American 
money. In other words, the second. 
mate learned that by working one 
day in America as a longshoreman, 


practically a month as 
mate. 

The captain complained to immi- 
gration authorities yosterday that 
his officers and men were gone, 
and he had not a crew euflicient 
to leave the port. All the men are 
German citizens, and only two of 
three of them speak English, he 
said. . 

A search was made, and three 
officers were found working as 
longshoremen. The sajlors who had 
deserted managed to keep out of 
the authorities’ way. Tho officers, 
who were returned to their shi 

were J. Wilhelm Wahler, secon 

mate, Paul S. Avery, third mate, 
and Paul Kurt. chief radio opera 
tor. 

The ship captain told harbor of- 
ficials that if he signed on an 
American crew at the American 
scale, it would cost him as much 
to take his vessel from here to 
San Francisco, as it would 
him with 4 German crew to 
the round trip from Germany to 
Los Angeles.
